FACES TRIAL 
FOR HIS LIFE 
WITH LAUGH 


Former Priest Mirthful 
During Court Hearing on 
Murder Charge

MONTREAL, June 20.—Chuck- 
Ung as lawyers questioned his 
mental fitness, Adelard Delorme, 
former Catholic priest charged 
with murdering his half-brother, 
Raoul, for insurance, stepped in 
the prisoner’s dock today, prefer- 
ring trial for his life te existence 
in an insane asylum. 

Debonair and maintaining his afr 
of detached interest, the prisoner 
listened to his former counsel, 
Gustave Monette, argue that he 
should not be tried, that he was 
congenitally a mental incompetent. 
At firet a slight grin appearei on 
Delorme's face. Then he bowed 
his head and laughed audibly, 
Monette failed in his effort to ar- 
rest the trial and the court ordered 
that the case proceed. 

Charged with the murder of his 
half-brother, Raoul, in January, 
1922. Delorme was adjudged in- 
sane and sent to a hospital last 
year, but later was interdicted and 
adjudged incompetent to manage 
his estate. 

Raoul Delorme, 24-year-old stu- 
dent, was found shot to death on 
the outskirts of Montreal, January 
„ 1822. Blood stains were found 
on the automobile of Father De- 
lorme. Raoul, it was then learned 
had taken out an insurance licy 
tor $25,000, four days before his 
death at the direction of his cleri- 
cal half-brother, who was named 
sole beneficiary in his will.

and killed a burglar today in the 
Folger residence at Woodside, five 
miles southwest of this city. In 
the pockets of the slain burglar 
was found thousands of dollars’ 
worth of jewelry, including much 
of the loot stolen from the Wood- 
side country home of Col. D. C.

SINGLE-HANDED 


The slain man, whose body has 
not been identified, is believed to 
have been the burglar who in the 
past two weeks has operated 
tingle-handed in Woodside and 
other adjacent exclusive commun! 
ties, entering only the homes of 
millionaires. 

Folger was awakened at 4 a.m., 
and became conscious that some- 
one was prying open a window. 
Hastening to a bathroom where he 
would not be observed, he loaded a 
revolver. Then he crouched be- 
hind a curtain and awaited the in- 
truder. Presently he heard some- 
one enter. When the burglar 
Played a flashlight on the empty 
bed, Folger commanded im to 
throw up his hands. 

The burglar darted from the 
room. Folger fired a shot in the 
dark and hurried in pursuit. He 
fired again as the figure rapidly 
descended a flight of stairs. He 
rent a third shot at the man as the 
latter leaped from the front porch. 


FINDS BODY 

Foiger, believing the burglar 
had escaped, notified Sheriff H. W 
Lampkin. Later a search of the 
premises by the Sheriff and dep- 
uties revealed the body in shrub- 
bery about 200 yards from the 
house. lie was in his stocking 
feet. His shoes were found close 
to the house. 
The burglar was well dressed 
and about 40 years old. He had 
stubby red hair and blue eyes. All 
of his front teeth were missing. 
Iie carried 4 loaded pistol. 
Gems and jewelry found in the 
dead man's clothing are estimated 
8 worth approximately 15, 


RECOVERS JEWELRY 
Among the articles in the bur- 
glar's possession were a $2500 dia- 
mond resembling one lost by Mrs. 
Jackling; two diamond darpine 
which belonged to Mrs. II. W. Al-' 
len, a houseguest of the Jacklings| 
on the night the copper king's!

diamond rings, four uncut dia- 
monds and a jade ring. He also 
had a watch and chain belonging | 
to Folger, $189 in currency ani 
$150 in silver. 
The only clew to the man’s iden- 
tity is a tattoo mark bearing th- 
initials “E. I.“ Examination of 
the body disclosed that one bulle* 
had taken effect in his back and 
paseed out through the abdomen. 
The Jackling robbery was the 
firet and principal one of a series 
attributed to the lone red-haired 
burglar. It was committed while 
the Jacklings and their week-end 
guests were at dinner downstairs.

Richardson today announced that 
he would not sign Senate bill No. 
127, amending the Teachers’ Re- 
tirement Salary Act, for the reason, 
he says, that the whole scheme is 
unsound from an actuarial stand- 
point and the great majority of 
veachers who are now paying into 
the fund would, under the present 
plan, never receive a dvoiar in re- 
turn. 

In a statement regarding the bill 
the Governor said: 

“Il have made a careful exami- 
aation of the Teachers’ Retirement 
Act and Senate bill No. 127 amend- 
ing the act. I have read the re- 
port of actuaries who have inves- 
tigated the subject and have con- 
ferred with che Insurance Com- 
missioner, the Board of Control and 
others in regard to this matter. 
From this investigation I am 
forced to conclude that the 
ent law is unsound, that the fund 
e now insolvent and that it is only 
a question of a few years when the 
crash will come. nate bill No.

CHICAGO, June 20.—Experts of 
the Department of Agriculture 
have added 4 lot of guesses to- 
gether and published the result in 
the form of a crop report. While 
crop reporting has been worked 
out patiently and scientifically, 
there is always a pronounced va- 


| riation between the prospect early 

in June and the realization two 
and three months later. The sea- 
son's crops have still a long way 
to go. Still drought and flood and 
bugs must be encountered, but 
such Is the climatic diversity of the 
country that an average will be 
maintained. A feature of the 
prosperity, then, is the prospect of 
good crops and falr prices for the 
product. The barometer, “agri- 
cultural production,” may be set 
down as favorable to a continua- 
tion of the expansion stage of the 
business cycle. 

This interpretation of “favor- 
able may be changed or modified 
later by extensive disaster or by 
serious price decline. What -the 
crops will bring in money is the 
farmers’ test. The distributing 
forces measure their prospects by 
quantity. 

With crops In a satisfactory con- 
dition, all the customary barome- 
ters of business have been brought 
into harmony except foreign ex- 
change rates. The latter are 80 
subject to political influences and 
so dtslocated by inflationary 
practices in many countries that 
they have lost much of their pa- 
rometric significance. Every other 
barometer clearly indicates that the 
country is in the expansion stage 
of the business cycle, with the 
prospect of holding this position 
during the remainder of the year. 

The correlated words, “expan- 
sion and contraction“ in the term!- 
nology of the cycle are relative in 
their significance. Expansion does 
not necessarily mean prosperity 
nor does contraction mean depres- 
sion. However, the present expan- 
sion is accompanied by prosperity, 
and the contraction stage may be 
reached and passed without having 
depression if business sentiment is 
sound. 

In tts review of the trend of 
business the Continental and Com- 
mercial National Bank touches on 
this question thus: “Although the 
way people feel about business is a 
shifting sort of thing, with minor 
ups and downs, it is also true that

When “Man te at Hie Best” 
“Idleness,” wrote Lord Chesterfield to bis 
son, “is only the refuge of weak minds and 
the holiday of fools.” 

Also, it has been said, “Idlenets is the 
root of all evils,” and the remark contains 
a great deal of truth. 

The busy worker is too much engrossed 
in his labors to spend time uselessly. The 
best art, literature and science of a nation 
are not produced during times of peace and
